Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

drawn to a system or process comprising a loading unit, which is charged with 

catalyst and/or additives from a storage bin with the aid of vacuum and emptied 

with the aid of pressure.

drawn to a system comprising a loading unit connected via valves with two 

separate storage bins. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

All of the groupings are directed to a system or process for injecting or loading 
particulate material, e.g., catalyst and/or additives, but each group has a different special 
technical feature not shared by the remaining groups. 

In Group I, independent claims 1,18, 46, 47, 56, 57 and 68 are directed to a system or a 
process which has the special technical feature of a loading unit that is charged by particulate 
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material with the aid of vacuum and emptied with the aid of pressure. This special technical 
feature is not shared by Group II. 

In Group II, independent claim 32 is directed to a system which has the special technical 
feature of a loading unit connected via valves with two separate storage bins. This special 
technical feature is not shared by Group I. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii ) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
